and turmoil. 
'Many pictures were. 


shown of monuments which represent 
the city's'; characteristics, its 'strug- 
gles and its art.

shown was one of the cathedral and j 
one of the public square'where all of j 
the historic public meetings 
were 


• held and which is at present a busi- 
ness square, devoted to art as a trade. 


.In,the midst of all the historic in- 


terest the Italian feels humiliated to 
have Florence remembered only for 
its past history. 
There is a dis- 


tinctly new-, and progressive spirit 
in the Florence of. today. 
A few 


glimpses of the art of Florence were 
given, including views of several fa- 
mous paintings and statutes. 
Rev. 


Denison spoke briefly of the vast- 
ness of the art and then referred to 
Dante and Savanarola giving the re- 
lation which both bore to Italian lib- 
erty. 


He then told in an entertaining 


way of some of the things which had 
interested him in the modern lite of 
the city. 
The people are light heart- 


ed and modern Florence, like Vienna, 
is trying to be a litt?e French and is, 


. copying France in many things. While 


the new life is interesting because it 
is human it is old Florence which 
means the most to the world. 


The lecture and the illustrations
